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ANP staff writer wins MPA award 


For the second consecutive year, 
Associated Newspapers’ staff 
reporter Carrie Young has been 
selected as one of Michigan’s 
leading investigative reporters. 

Miss Young, 23, of Canton 
Township as honored this w eek when 
the Michigan Press Association of 
Lansing picked her series of stories 
on Wayne County’s senior citizens as 
their First Place Award winner for 
“Enterprise Stories.” 

Enterprise Stories are those which 
require extra initiative, extensive 
research and investigation, usually 
relying on the tenacity of the 
reporter to pull all loose ends 
together. 

ANP published Miss Young’s 4- 
month series from January through 


April. The news articles detailed the 
bureaucratic roadblocks elderly 
persons confront daily in taking 
advantage of government services 
designed for them. 

Using numerous examples, she 
graphically illustrated how some 
services for the aged — homechore 
programs, the hot lunch program 
administered by the county, and 
transportation for the elderly — 
have become bogged down in red 
tape. 

Her articles prompted 
reassessment of senior programs at 
all levels of government affecting 
Western Wayne County. 

Miss Young, the Associated 
Newspapers’ Canton Township 
reporter joined ANP in 1977. 


Beginning as a stringer for these 
papers, her ambition and drive soon 
carried her onto the staff of the 
Canton Eagle in a part-time 
position. 

In 1978 Miss Young was promoted 
tostaff writer and has been assigned 
to the Canton Tow'nship area since 
that time. 

In announcing Miss Young’s first 
place award, David J. Willett, 
publisher of Associated, said: 
“Carrie has devoted her mind and 
spirit to the profession of jour- 
nalism. We are proud to claim her as 
our own.” 

Carrie summed up her feelings 
on the series: “I found that. some of 
the most deserving seniors w f ere 
denied services for some of the 


most ridiculous reasons Some went 
hungry while the state complained 
it had carry-over dollars from the 
last fiscal year ” 

“Even today,” she said, “the 
bureaucracy is so overwhelming 
that politicians are at a loss on how 
to effect change.” 

Last year, Miss Young placed 
second in the state, in the Enterprise 
Story category, for her series on 
illegal building procedures in 
Canton Township 

In addition to the award garnered 
by Miss Young, Associated 
Newspapers captured a first place 
award in the category of Best Ad- 
vertising Campaign. 

The wining ANP entry was 
designed by Pattie Croo and 


keylined by Gail Jorgensen for the 
Aqua Star Pool-Spas Company of 
Westland. 

The advertising campaign con- 
sisted of several in-paper two color 
ads culminating in a four page tab 
size insert which provided the 
reader with Aqua Star's full range of 
pool-spa equipment through the 
extensive use of photography 
produced by Lothar Koneitzko and 
Tom Greenwood 

There were more than 700 entries 
in various cagetories in the annual 
MPA contest submitted by 70 news 
weeklies and 31 daily papers from 
across the state. The contest was 
judged by representatives of the 
Wisconsin Press Association.

Council ponders AFSCME contract 





The packet is just as bulky, the 
contents are just as important, but 
only three men, all foremen in the 
Romulus Department of Public 
Works, are affected by on-going 
wage negotiations between the city 
and the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Em- 
ployees ( AFSCME ) . 

The council last night was ex- 
pected to consider a recom- 
mendation to reject a proposed 2- 
year contract worked out by the 
city's negotiating learn of Mayor 
William Oakley, Charles N. 
Lowther, city attorney, and Sandra 
J . Spjut. personnel director 

The committee supported the 
rejection because it feels the city’s 
wage offers are more than ap 
propriate; the city’s offer is in line 
with it economic situation; and the 
city foresees a possible nationwide 
downturn in the economy, w'hich 
could harm an inflationary contract. 

“Agreement has been reached on 
all non-economic items and several 
economic items, however, the 
committee has made its last offer 
and the union its final demand, and 
there is still a difference which the 


union contends it will not negotiate,” 
the committee stated in its report to 
the council 

Foremost in issues splitting the 
city and AFSCME is salary in- 
creases. The city is offering a 3 
percent hike, while the union wants 


3‘ - percent, plus a 10 cents per hour 
w age adjustment on Jan 1. 1980, and 
a 15 cents per hour cost of living 
adjustment. 

Also dividing the two parties is a 
dental plan The city wants to give a 
master medical plan the first year, 


followed by a Delta Dental Plan the 
second year. AFSCME wants the 
dental plan the first year 
The committee also informed 
council that should it turn down the 
union's final position, the matter will 
go to mediation 


“It’s like slashing your way across 
the Yucatan Peninsula,” com- 
mented Wayne County Com- 
missioner Thomas Presnell of 
Westland, while observing drain 
commission crews “brushing” the 
Sloss-Ganong Drain in an attempt to 
halt future flooding like that closed 
down the Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport in Romulus recently. 

“Brushing,” according to Charles 
N. Youngblood, county drain 
commissiner, “is the first step 
before we can move in heavier 
equipment to start deepening and 
widening the drains. ‘Brushing* in 
this case means chopping down 
trees that have been plugging up the 
drain for years, and wading through 
belt-high muck to whack away at 
undergrowth tall enough to hide a 
van.” 

“Despite their optimism,” 
Presnell said, “1 don’t see how' they 
can complete the job in a month, let 
alone by the end of September. It’s 
just too much to do in the estimated 
one week they anticipated it would 
take.” 

Both Thomas O’Rourke, 
managing director of the County 
Road Commission, and Youngblood 
promised Presnell, chairman of the 
county’s Public Works Committee,

in a meeting before that group two 
weeks ago, to start cleaning the 
Sloss-Ganong Drain Sept 17. A 1,500- 
foot section in the vicinity of Wick 
and Harrison roads in Romulus will 
be deepened by drain commission 
crews and another 1,900-foot section, 
running west along Wick to Mid- 
dlebelt Road, by County Road 
Commission crews. 

The bottleneck has caused runoff 
from the 1-94 Expressway to back up 
into neighborhood basements and 
inundate roads leading into the 
airport A 4-inch rainstorm two 
months ago completely blocked 
access to the airport facilities 
resulting in a series of meetings by 
local residents, demanding a 
cleanup of the Sloss-Ganong 
drainage ditch. 

Presnell recommended the City of 
Romulus petition the drain com- 
missioner for relief and to approve 
funds to match those provided by the 
state to clean and deepen the drain, 
which they did 

Youngblood said: “The state 
allocates $800 per mile annually for 
dram cleaning, when it actually 
costs $3,000 per mile— provided we 
don’t run into unusual problems If 
we could assess taxpayers an extra 
$2 or $3 per year.” he explained, “we 
could keep these drains clean Some 
of the county ditches haven’t been 


deepened or widened since the CCC 
da vs of President Roosevelt.” 

Youngblood estimates the cost of 
cleaning the 1,500 feet will be $6,000 
with three years of state-allocated 
funds, amounting to $2,400, being 
applied to the charges, and the 
balance, $3,600, to be paid from the 
Romulus general fund. The 1,900- 
foot section will be paid with Road 
Commission funds. 

Youngblood added: “County 
ditches may not be deepened or 
widened beyond specifications 
established years ago which, at that 
time, were considered adequate to 
contain ruroff waters in the area. 
Expressways and industrial 
development with huge paved areas 
were obviously not part of the 
original consideration.” 

Schools 
lose 100 
students 

Some 100 students, who for some 
reason or other have not shown up 
for the starting of school, could cost 
Romulus Community Schools as 
much as $250,000 in state aid. 

School Supt. James M. Garfield 
has issued a plea to all parents to 
bring in their children or to notify 
the appropriate school of their 
child's status — vacation, illness or 
other — before Friday. 

“Students coming in after the 
Sept. 28 date have the same effect as 
not coming in at all. We just lose the 
money,” he stressed. 

Garfield said the loss in revenues 
"would have a devastating effect on 
the district’s operating budget”. 

Friday is the fourth Friday after 
l-abor Day, the day that the official 
student head count is taken and upon 
which the local school district’s state 
aid funding is based The count also 
is used to figure the allocation of 
other state and federal money. 

The superintendent also asked 
that neighbors notify the school, if 
they know of a family w ith children 
which may be out of town 

Garfield asked for the cooperation 
of everyone who could assist in 
getting any of the 100 or so absent 
pupils to school by Friday.

'Five-finger discounting' climbs by 50 percent 


One out of every 12 shoppers is 
fighting double digit inflation with 
the five-finger discount. 

TTie National Retail Merchants 
Association reports that out of 500 
shoppers kept under surveilance in a 
large metropolitan department 
store 42 had shoplifted by the end of 
the day. 

According to the FBI Uniform 
Gime Report, a total of 615,781 
persons were apprehended for 
shoplifting in 1977. However, 
department store security firms 
estimate that no more than one in 20 
shoplifters is ever caught and less 


than one half of those caught are 
prosecuted. 

A spokesman for Americans 
United to Rediscover America 
(AURA > a nationwide voluntary 
organization dedicated to 
rediscovery of the traditional 
American values of honesty, in- 
tegrity and thus leading to crime 
prevention, said that shoplifting is a 
major contributor to rising prices 
and inflation. 

"For every $10 theft enough ad- 
ditional merchandise must be sold to 
pay that $10 out of profits before the 
normal cycle can be resumed,” he 


said. "If a store makes a five per 
cent profit on that $10 item, for 
example, the merchant must sell 
$200 worth of merchandise. The 
additional cost is passed along to the 
honest customer who pays for the 
cishonesty of others/* 

The US. Department of Com- 
merce says shoplifting is one of the 
fastest growing crimes in the nation. 
Since 1972, it has increased 50 
percent. Forbes magazine estimates 
that it’s now increasing at a com- 
pound rate of 15 percent a year. 

Last year, retailers lost $7.2 billion 
to shoplifters. But that’s just the tip

The Commerce Department says 
that crime costs American business 
wer $30 billion a year. The U S. 
Chamber of Commerce, which in- 
cluded white collar crime by em- 
ployees and executives of 
businesses, puts the price tag at $40 
billion yearly. 

Inventory shrinkage, a polite term 
for stealing from one’s employer, is 
estimated at more than $6 billion a 
year by the Commerce Department. 
Tor every dollar’s worth of mer- 
chandise that a shoplifter grabs, a 
store employee will take three. 
Much of what is taken seldom gets 
into statistics, but the penny ante 
things total in the billions of dollars. 

Thefts committed by employees, 
a Commerce report says, are behind 
at least 60 percent of all crime- 
related losses. Thirty percent of all 
business failures are attributal to 
cishonestv bv employees.

Security World magazine adds 
another alarming note by saying 
that as many as 80 percent of any 
company’s hired help will commit 
dshonest acts unless management 
deters them. 

Because shoplifting and stealing 
from employers is a non-violent 
crime, the AURA spokesman said, it 
does not create urgency on the part 
of the public and police to prosecute. 

"It’s important to keep in mind 
that shoplifting costs are passed on 
in the form of higher prices for 
goods,” AURA said. "If Americans 
db nothing about shoplifting and just 
accept higher prices as part of in- 
flation, it will affect their lifestyle 
and individual freedom. A social 
dimate where stealing is an ac- 
cepted part of life will lead to per- 
sonal restrictions and in- 
convenience.” 

AURA suggest that individuals 
can take positive action to reduce 


shoplifting: 

(1 ) Speak out when someone talks 
about their great bargain that was 
stolen. 

(2) Teach children that shoplifting 
is a crime, not a game. 

(3) Take an active interest; tell 
store personnel if something 
suspicious is sighted. 

(4) If you own a business, adopt 
codes of ethics for employees ; make 
workers feel a real part of the 
business; use security equipment to 
take away temptation, and buy only 
from known vendors; unknown 
purveyors may be offering stolen 
goods

consistent with the county’s 
statutory right.” The court also said 
the provision is beyond the en- 
forcement powers of the finance 
commission 

The money involved is the 
county’s share of proceeds in the 
delinquent tax revolving fund 
established by the Board of Com- 
missioners to ease cash flow- 
problems and to facilitate budget 
planning in local communities. The 


Finance Commission has denied the 
county permission to borrow $22 
million in tax anticipation notes, a 
companion part of the county 
lawsuit that the appellate court did 
not review 

County Corporation Counsel 
George Cross, who argued the case, 
said: “The county has been vin- 
dicated. The decision justifies our 
action just as we knew it would, and 
it proves our opinion that the 
Finance Commission acted illegally 
in holding up funds the county justly 
deserves.” 

Board Chairman Richard Man- 
ning added: “The Finance Com- 
mission acted hastily and wrongly, 
and it apparently is a symptom of 
the times. It seems that at our worst 
moment, everybody wants to treat 
us punitively rather than helpfully. 

“Our projected deficit, despite 
what others say, is definitely no 
more than $18.2 million W r e are only 
experiencing a cash flow problem as 
does every business occasionally, 
and that is very far from the 
bankruptcy imagined by many 
people who do not understand the 
situation. 

“The $18.2 million we need is 
trivial compared to the income we 
have waiting just around the corner 
besides our total existing assets. 
We have tremendous assets to cover 
our debts and we have tremendous 
borrowing power, but we are being 
denied this privilege because of a 
combination of strangling political 
interest and plain misun- 
derstanding.” 

Manning’s revenue-around-the- 
corner mention was reference to 
Dec. 1, the beginning of another 
fiscal year when new tax revenue 
will become available. 

“At this time, we calculate only 
about six weeks that we must 
squeeze through to avoid payless 
paydays or layoffs,” he said 

He noted that the Commissioners 
at their next Ways and Means 
Committee meeting tomorrow will 
receive 1979-80 budget estimate 
from the Board of Auditors, the 
beginning of planning for the new 
fiscal year. 


The 
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Wayne County managed its Sept 
21 payroll as scheduled, but for the 
second time this month the pay 
period was met only through 
emergency methods and fortunate 
timing. Wages on time after mid 
October still are questionable. 

Paychecks received on Sept. 21 by 
about half the county work force 
were assured only after a court 
decision earlier in the week, which 
freed $5 4 million impounded by the 


State Municipal Finance Com- 
mission. 

The two previous payrolls were 
covered at the last minute with $5 2 
million released by the State 
Treasury for the County’s quarterly 
revenue sharing payment due from 
State income taxes. 

In its decision on Sept 17 ordering 
the $5.4 million released, the Court 
of Appeals said impoundment by the 
Finance Commission to be “in-

Court's '80 budget 
jumps to $369,918 


It will cost the residents of 
Romulus an estimated $369,918 to 
operate 34th District Court for the 
1979-1980 fiscal year. 

That was the amount turned in by 
James B. Stone, presiding judge, to 
the council April 4, and which was 
scheduled to be considered last 
night. 

The proposed new- budget figure is 
nearly $25,000 higher than last year, 
with more than half of the increase 
going to pay higher costs for 
hospitalization insurance. 

Of the total, $243,132 is earmarked 
for the wages and salaries of the 19 
personnel required to run the 
district court. 


Judge Stone in his report stated 
that wage and salary boosts did not 
exceed the federal guidelines of 7 
percent, recommended by the 
Carter administration. 

“While general inflation and in- 
creasing work volume continue to 
add to the operating expense of the 
court, increased activities on our 
two freeways are resulting in ad- 
ditional revenue at a greater rate 
than the anticipated budgetary 
requirements,” Judge Stone said. 

He estimated that the court’s 
income for the coming fiscal year 
w-ouid be $405,000 as compared with 
$365,000 last year.

Three persons were scheduled 
to be recommended to sit on the 
Romulus Economic Development 
Corporation at last night’s City 
Council session. 

Recommended to council by 
Mayor William M. Oakley were 
Andrew Funchar, James Darnell 
and Gary Grace. 

Funchar and Darnell are being 
recommended for an expansion 
project by Nu-Core Inc. w'hich 
wants to utilize the EDC to buy 
the Pine Engineering Building on 
Middlebelt Road south of Ecorse 
Road 

Prior to pursuing EDC 
financial help, Nu-Core was 
scheduled to move out of the city 
to expand. 


The next few weeks could very 
well decide the fate of the con- 
troversial “super sewer” depending 
upon whether 17 communities in 
Oakland and Wayne counties choose 
to participate. 

Thursday officials from the 17 
communities, three in Oakland and 
14 in Wayne, heard Duane Egeland, 
director of engineering for the 
Wayne County Department of Public 
Works, outline the plan chosen by 
the federal government from about 
10 available. 

Actually, Egeland gave the fin- 
dings of an Environmental Impact 
Study done by consultants for the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

He said the study stipulated that 
for communities to be eligible for the 
federal funding to build super sewer, 
they must adopt the plan selected by 
the federal government. 

As now envisioned, the overall 
cost of the super sewer, running 
from Commerce Township in 


Oakland County to Brownstown 
Township in Wayne County is 
pegged at some $217,000,000. Of the 
total, 80 percent would be paid for by 
federal and state funding, with the 
remaining 20 percent to be picked up 
by participating communities. 

According to George Wilhelmi, 
consulting engineer with Morris 
Levine & Associates of Detroit, who 
was hired by Van Buren Township, 
the plan chosen by the federal 
government is a compromise bet- 
ween Plan A and Plan D. 

Plan A would run all the way from 
Oakland County to Brownstown, 
while Plan D would only go from 
Canton Township to Brownstown. 
Wilhelmi explained. 

He called the stipulation of having 
to adopt the plan to qualify for 
federal funding “a hammer” over 
the participating communities. 

At Brownstown, the sewage 
treatment plant for super sewer 
would be built that would handle up 


to 32,000,000 gallons of sewage per 
day. ... 

With the issue hanging in the 
balance, officials of the 17 com- 
munities through which super sewer 
would run also got another rude 
awakening. Instead of paying for 
designs costs of super sewer com- 
mensurate with the capacity they 
would use by bond drives, they were 
told they must pay in cash. 

With interest rates for bond issues 
now higher than the 8 percent rate 
allowed by the state, the com- 
munities were told they could pay 
the county DPW under a contractual 
agreement of two years duration. 

Since two years ago, Van Buren ’s 
design costs for super sewer have 
gone from about $175,000 to nearly 
$300,000, Wilhelmi said. Each 
participating community would pay 
a proportional share depending upon 
its capacity in the new huge in- 
terceptor. 

Wilehelmi called efforts by the 


county, state and federal govern- 
ments one of “divide and conquer”, 
but praised the participating 
communities for sticking together, 
as well as they have over the last two 
years. 

Wilhelmi said Plan D chosen by 
the federal government exemplifies 
the Carter administration’s com- 
mitment to Detroit to do nothing that 
would promote further exodus from 
the Motor City. 

Plan D. the compromise, also calls 
for the design of the sewer portion 
from Sumpter Township and-or 
Canton Township south, while at the 
same time noting the needs of the 
northern sections served by super 
sewer, the engineer said 

He said the difference between the 
plan of two years ago and now is that 
the current one permits par- 
ticipating communities to design 
into the southern portion of the super 
sewer a large enough interceptor to 
later handle the northern sections.

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4 persons die in fiery crash 


Steven Westray, 24, of Dearborn 
Heights, has been charged in 18th 
District Court with four counts of 
manslaughter and leaving the scene 
of a fatal accident, following a fiery 
crash Friday night in Westland that 
left four persons dead 

The man was arraigned on the 
charges in the Westland court 
Monday and faces the preliminary 
examination, to determine if he 
will be bound over for Circuit Court 
trial, on Monday. He was released 
on $25,000 bond, according to 
Westland police. 

The victims, who had been inside 
an orange Honda subcompact car, 
apparently stalled in the road, were 
David Henning, 21, and his wife 
Yvette, 18. of Dearborn. Pamela 
Jane Schlegel, 17, of Dearborn, and 
Robert Elie, 28, of Inkster Police 
said the men were identified by 
fingerprints, and identification 
belonging to Mrs. Henning was 
found in the car. Miss Schlegal’s 
identity was determined based on 
information that she was with the 
other three that evening, police 
said. All four were badly burned, 
making visual identification im- 
possible. 

Westland police officers have 
interviewed several witnesses to the 
crash, including other drivers on the 
road at 10:10 p.m, Friday who saw 
the accident. 

They determined that the car 
containing the four had stopped in 
the right northbound lane on Mid- 
dlebelt, just north of Powers (bet- 
ween Van Born and Annapolis 


roads) in Westland Middlebelt is a 
5-lane road in that area Witnesses 
told police that the car had its 
emergency flashers on, said 
Westland Police Officer Peter 
Brokas 

All four persons were still in the 
car, police said, indicating that 
perhaps the car stalled, and they 
were trying to get it started 


A second, full-sized car in that 
same lane reportedly came up and 
hit the rear of the Honda, pushing it 
some 75 feet ahead, evidenced by 
skid marks on the road. The small 
car burst into flames — some wit- 
nesses say it exploded — and was 
eventually pushed to the side of the 
road and flipped over the curb, while

The 17-member board will conduct a public forum 
at 9:30 a m. Oct. 18 at the Dearborn Inn. Following 
scheduled presentations by area representatives, 
the public is invited to offer comment on the in- 
creasing use of the metric system, and to join in a 
general question and answer period. 

“The Detroit metro area is a center for small and 
large business and industry, and is well known for 
its many fine educational, medical and cultural 
institutions. Southeastern Michigan enjoys a 
wide diversity of people, and the board is interested 
in gathering opinions from a cross-section of the 
American public/* said board chairman Louis Polk. 

The U S. Metric Board, an independent federal 
agency, will conduct its regular business meeting 
on the afternoon of Oct. 18 and beginning at 8:30 
a.m. Oct. 19. The tentative agenda includes a review 
of procedures for metric conversion planning, anti- 
trust guidelines, recent resolutions by the National 
Conference of Weights and Measures, and a report 
on the activities of the Interagency Committee on 
Metric Policy. 

The Metric Board was established by Congress to 
plan and coordinate the increasing use of the metric 
system in the United States. The 17 citizen members 
of the board are presidential appointees, confirmed 
by the U.S. Senate, to represent consumers, labor, 
small and large business, education, engineering, 
science, state and local government, and the public 
at large

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Inflation: 

First step is learning 
. . . where it hurts most 


(First in a series of five articles) 

Is there nothing the ordinary family 
can do about inflation, short of 
moving into a cave with a year’s 
supply of turnips? Certified Public 

Doubling 
up can 
cut cost 

Thousands of drivers in southeast 
Michigan are losing about $11.20 
each week. That’s because they are 
not doubling up on their way into 
work and, therefore, on the average, 
shell out about $22.40 each week that 
could be cut in half, if they’d only 
find a friend. 

A recent study by the Southeast 
Michigan Council of Governments 
(SEMCOG) confirms that, on the 
average, most people still are riding 
in their cars by themselves. 

And that’s not good for saving 
energy, curbing air pollution or 
avoiding traffic Jams, SEMCOG 
says. 

SEMCOG, which is in the business 
of transportation planning for the 
seven counties of southeast 
Michigan, released a summary of a 
traffic-counting survey that was 
conducted in early May with the help 
of the Michigan Department of 
Transportation. 

During the survey, traffic sur- 
veyors were stationed at 69 locations 
scattered throughout the seven 
counties of Southeast Michigan. The 
surveyors noted the number and 
type of vehicle on the road (cars, 
vans, motorcycles, trucks), the 
number of passengers each carried 
and the time of day. 

Although SEMCOG transportation 
planners will be using the data in 
sophisticated, computerized 
analyses to determine whether 
various transportation and air 
quality-related programs are useful 
or needed, the data itself produced 
some interesting findings about 
passenger loads and truck travel. 

For example, people using their 
' cars in the morning from 7 to 9 a.m. 
will generally be alone, while the 
midday period from 11 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
will show the greatest amount of 
ridesharing. 

Or, more people ride by them- 
selves on urban freeways than on 
rural arterial roads. 

But, in the more urban counties 
(Wayne, Oakland, Macomb and 
Washtenaw), people tend to double 
up more on arterial roads than on 
freeways running through the same 
area. 

The reverse is true in the country 
where people seem to ride together 
more often on their freeways than 
they do on their arterial roads. 

And, for those who don’t like to 
follow a truck, you’ll have to put up 
with more trucks on the road during 
the midday period than at any other 
time. 

SEMCOG’s report says that when 
all locations were grouped together, 
the average passenger vehicle oc- 
cupancy load never even reached 1.6 
persons per car. 

The highest average passenger 
load was 1.44 and occurred on local 
rural roads from 2 to 5 p.m. The 
lowest figure was 1.15 for urban 
freeways between 7 and 9 a.m.

Accountants, who help corporations, 
state and local governments, and 
other organizations deal with the 
problem, say there are remedial 
actions families, too, can take. 

In a series of five articles, 
beginning this week, members of 
The Michigan Association of CPAs 
share some of their insights and 
offer dollar-guarding suggestions 
for what is known in corporate 
circles as “cost containment,” but 
might be termed more simply “lving 
with inflation.” 

This series will cover the effects of 
spiraling prices on family pur- 
chases, rentals, borrowing prac- 
tices, home ownership plans, in- 
vestments, savings and hopes for the 
future, and offer ways to counter 
those effects 

Not everyone is hit by inflation in 
the same way nor to the same ex- 
tent, the CPAs say. Persons on fixed 
income suffer the most, while those 
whose wages or prices are keyed to 
inflation may be affected hardly at 
all. To cope with your own particular 
inflation problem you should know 
Just what that problem is — how 
your Income and purchasing power 
are uniquely squeezed. 

The government’s Consumer 
Price Index (CPI for urban families 
Is some help, but only some. It 
divides the cost of living into seven 
categories and assigns a weight to 
each category, based on the per* 
sentage of total spending the 
“average family devotes to each. 

For that “average” family, here’s 
where the money goes: 

— Housing, 44 percent. 

— Food, 19 percent. 

— Transportation, 18 percent. 

— Apparel, 6 percent. 

— Health care, 5 percent. 

— Entertainment, 4 percent. 

— Other goods and services, 4 
percent. 

(The “other” omits savings, in- 
vestments, gifts, mortgage amor- 
tization, pension contributions and 
any other costs that might be ex- 
pected to bring eventual returns and 
in that sense do not constitute 
spending. The biggest “other” 
expenditures are for education, 
toiletries and tobacco.) 

The CPI also breaks down the 
overall inflation rate to show how 
much each category has swollen, 
relative to prices that prevailed in 
1967, the base year. Below, we see 
where the cost factors stood at the 
start of this year, with 1967 prices 
representing 100: 

— Housing, 228. 

— Food, 214. 

— Transportation, 193. 

— Apparel, 162. 

— Health care, 228. 

— Entertainment, 181. 

— Other goods and services, 189. 

— Average, 203. 

This means the average family 
last yar spent $203 for goods and 
services that cost $100 in 1987. 

But If your spending percentages 


differ from the average family’s, 
being concentrated, perhaps, in 
areas that have risen more, or less, 
than the average, the government’s 
CPI doesn’t show accurately how 
inflation has hit you. 

To learn that, compare your ex- 
penditures with those of the average 
family, determining what per- 
centages of your total spending you 
devote to each type of goods and 
services, then multiply the result by 
the Cost of Living Index for that 
category. 

By comparing your personal in- 
flation index with the average 
national end-of-1978 CPI of 203 you 
can see if you are suffering more or 
less from inflation than the average 
family. And a comparison of your 
percentage allocations to those of 
the average family probably will tell 
you why you are faring better or 
worse. 

Such comparisons should be 
helpful in your personal financial 
planning, pointing to areas where 
spending might be reduced to lessen 
inflation's effects, according to the 
CPAs.

Romulus teacher 
surveys education 
-Australian style 


Tlie following story is by Bill 
Smith, the Romulus Community 
Schools* community education 
director, who is on a leave of ab- 
sence. One aspect of his leave was 
attendance at the Third In- 
ternational Community Education 
Conference, and was in conjunction 
with visits to Australia, New Guinea 
and New Zealand, all undertaken at 
Smith’s own expense.

Even as I boarded a DC-10 in Los 
Angeles, it was hard to imagine that 
I’d bee halfway around the world in 
less than a day. My destination? 
Melbourne, Australia and the first 
leg of a trip which would cover 
approximately 25,000 miles. 

With refueling stops in Hawaii and 
Pago Pago, the big jet finally 
touched down in Sidney — 18 hours 
after departing Los Angeles. Despite 
two full-length movies, the flight 
proved boring and exhausting. The 
novelty of crossing the International 
Date Line was shortlived as the 
captain simply exclaimed that 
Saturday had just become Sunday. 

Following a lMz-hour flight to 
Melbourne, I was finally able to 
sense my arrival in a different land. 
Most obvious was the Australian 
accent. I quickly accepted the 
phrase, “Are you right, mate?”, as a 
friendly gesture rather than an 
inquiry into my political beliefs. 
Leaving the airport by car was 
another surprise since I had never 


driven on the left side before. 
Finally, it was noticeably colder 
than Los Angeles. The seasons are 
reversed in the southern 
hemisphere, and Melbourne was in 
the middle of winter. 

A long sleep straightened out my 
jet lag, and I regained my ‘‘land 
legs” with a jog around Melbourne’s 
beautiful Botanical Gardens. The 
running trail also carried me past 
the 1956 Olympic stadium. A sense of 
athletic history and tradition was 
clearly present in the surroundings. 

A major aspect of my visit to 
Australia was attendance at the 
Third International Conference on 
Community Education. On Aug. 19 a 
formal reception initiated the 
week’s activities as 3,000 delegates 
from 43 nations converged on 
Melbourne. Smiles and handshakes 
filled the opening ceremony. A New 
Zealander approached me and 
began discussing community in- 
volvement. Carlos from Paraguay 
joined in with the help of an in- 
terpreter. The warmth and courtesy 
of China’s representative caused me 
to question the oft-times strained 
relationships between East and 
West. Several Canadian delegates 
were in attendance and 20 par- 
ticipants from the United States 
were also on hand. 

Of particular interest to me was 
the delegate from Papua, New 
Guinea. In a month I am scheduled 
to join an expedition to New 
Guinea’s interior, and he eagerly

UF torchiighter 


Four-year-old Lynsey Muehl of 
Westland, a victim of Reye’s Syn- 
drome in January 1978 who has 
marvelled doctors at her recovery 
from blindness and immobility, has 
been selected as a Torchiighter for 
the 1979 United Fund Torch Drive 

The daughter of Mrs Judith 
Muehl. Lynsey has received medical 
assistance from Children s Hospital 
and the Kenny-M ichiga n 
Rehabilitation Foundation, both 
Torch Drive-supported agencies. 

Lynsey and four other tri-county 
area children will represent the 
thousands of people who receive 
help through the 137 Torch Drive 
supported agencies. 

She’ll participate in the lighting of 
the United Foundation torch at the 
foot of Woodward Avenue in Detroit 
on the eve of the fund-raising effort. 
Lynsey also will appear at various 
campaign luncheons, meetings and 
rallies throughout the metropolitan 
area in the weeks to come. 

She and the other four Tor- 
chlighters made their debut last 
Friday at the United Foundation 
board meeting, where they were 
introduced to the community. This 
year’s Torch Drive runs from Oct. 15 
through Nov. 8. 

Lynsey already was in a coma 
when she was taken by ambulapce to 
the Reyes Syndrome Center at 
Children’s Hospital in Detroit in 


January 1978. 

A team of doctors worked over her 
for seven hours before telling her 
mother that her chances of survival 
w ere very slim 

In the weeks that followed, Mrs 
Muehl stayed at Lynsey’s side at the 
hospital, and learned to care for her 
daughter. Then in late February, 
Lynsey went home, blind, arms and 
legs constricted, and unable to talk 
Six weeks later, on Easter Sunday 
night, Lynsey’s sight returned. 

The youngster began 
rehabilitation therapy for her arms 
and legs at the Kenny-Michigan 
Rehabilitation Foundation, and that 
care was reinforced by enrollment 
in a Head Start program for 
preschoolers. Her progress has been 
steady and her limbs are near 
normal in ability to move now. 

Reye’s Syndrome is a mysterious 
ailment, the cause unknown, that 
strikes children normally 
recovering from flu or chicken pox. 
Lynsey experienced few of the 
common symptoms — one day she 
had a mild flu and the next day was 
in a coma. 

Despite a grim prognosis at that 
time, she is happy and progressing 
well, and will be asking her com- 
munity neighbors to give to the 
United Fund, to help agencies like 
the ones that helped her.

If there are four 
persons in the family and income is 
less than $8,940, a child canTeceive 
free meals, Or if the income for a 
family of four is less than $13,940 a 
child can qualify for reduced-price 
meals. Unusual expenses, such as 
medical costs, special education 
expanses or disaster loss may 


qualify a family with a higher 
income. Foster children also may 
be eligible for free or reduced-price 
meals. Further information is 
available at local schools. 

Application forms for the food 
programs will be sent home with 
students. Additional copies are 
available in the principal’s office in 
each school. Misrepresentation of 
information on the application may 
subject the applicant to 
prosecution. 

In cases of temporary unem- 
ployment, children may qualify for 
free or reduced price meals, if total 
family income including welfare 
payments, unemployment com- 
pensation and sub-pay benefits are 
within the prescribed limitations.

SECTION 706-100 

SHORT TITLE: INITIAL MERCHANTS ORDINANCE 
THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SECTION 706-200. No person, firm, or corporation shall engage in business 
as an initial merchant within the City of Romulus without first obtaining a 
license therefore in the manner hereinafter provided. 

(1) The term 'initial merchant’ as used in this ordinance, shall mean 
any person, firm, or corporation engaging initially in the sale of goods, 
wares, or merchandise and who have the place of conduct in such 
business occupies each and whole or in part, a room, building, structure, 
or vacant property for the exhibition and sale of such goods, wares, and 
merchandise. 

(2) The term “Second Hand Dealer” as used in this Ordinance, shall 
mean any Person, Firm, or Corporation who, for a fee, rents leases or 
otherwise lets space to other Persons, Firms, or Corporations for the sale 
of goods, wares, services, and/or merchandise, but shall not be construed 
to cover the leasing of space for the establishment of on-going commercial 
enterprises. 

(3) Any person, firm, or corporation shall be considered an engaging 
initially in sale of goods, wares, or merchandise until December 31, of the 
year in which the licensed is issued. 

SECTION 706-300. From and after the effective date of this ordinance, 
every merchant, before opening and operating a mercantile establishment 
in the City of Romulus or before advertising or exposing his goods, wares, 
or merchandise for sale, shall procure from the City Clerk, an Initial 
Merchants License. 

SECTION 706-400 Application for an Initial Merchants License shall be 
made in writing on forms furnished by the City Clerk and shall contain the 
following statement under oath. Any false statements or false aforemation 
made in connection with an application for Initial Merchant License shall 
be cause for revocation of said license. 

(1) Full name, age, permanent residence and local address other than 
the permanent address of the applicant 

(2) Name of the firm or corporation represented, if any, together with 
the address of the central or district address of such firm or corporation 

(3) The address or location of the place within the City which the ap- 
plicant proposes to engage in business. 

(4) A general description of the goods, wares or merchandise to be sold 
or offered for sale 

(5) A photograph of the applicant taken within sixty (60) days im- 
mediately prior to the date of signing the application The picture shall be 
2’ x 2’ showing the head and shoulders of the applicant in a clean, iden- 
tifiable manner 

(6) Finger prints of the applicant 

(7) A statement of any convictions of the applicant, of any felonies or 
misdemeanors, the nature of the offense, and the punishment or penalty 
assessed therefore except minor traffic offenses 

SECTION 706-500 All applications filed as hereinbefore provided shall be 
referred to the appropriate departments including the Building Depart- 
ment, Police Department, Fire Department, Health Department and/or 
Safety and Regulations Department for investigation. The department 
shall determine that said applicant has complied with all requirements of 
the City of Romulus for the operation of said business Upon approval of 
the prerequisite departments, the City Clerk shall issue the license 
provided the applicant has complied with all sections of this ordinance 
and any other laws or ordinances applying to said applicant. 


SECTION 706-600. License fees for each new business shall be collected by 
the City Clerk upon application for an Initial Merchant License This fee is 
not refundable or transferable to any person, firm or corporation.

The above license fees shall be in addition to any annual license fees now’ 
required by law or ordinances and not in lieu thereof 
SECTION 706-700. Merchants who at the effective date of this ordinance, 
are lawfully engaged in an Initial Merchant Business shall not be required 
to obtain an Initial Merchant License until January 1, following the ef-

Persons who own or operate established businesses in 
the City of Romulus and who shall desire to open and operate branch 
stores or branch places of business of such established and required 
businesses shall first make application for branch licenses for such 
branch stores or places of business to the City Clerk.

that this ordinance is standing and withstanding the invalidity 
SECTION 706-1300 Any person, firm, or corporation violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall, upon conviction, be sentenced to pay a 
fine not exceeding $500.00 or by imprisonment for not more than 90 days, 
or both

(Continued from Page A-7) 
offered several helpful suggestions. 
As the reception ended, a feeling of 
^closeness linked the conference 
participants. Reminiscent of 
childhood days, we grasped hands 
and formed a circle before departing 
for the evening. 

The keynote address was 
delivered the following morning by 
the Honorable Brian Dixon, Minister 
of Youth, Sport and Recreation. A 
former star Australian football 


player, Dixon’s strong features and 
energetic speaking style reminded 
me of Bobby Kennedy. His address 
paralleled Kennedy’s optimistic 
view of the human condition and 
provided an excellent springboard 
for the conference’s theme, "Here 
Come the ‘80s.” t ‘ 

A workshop, entitled “Women in 
Education”, caused the first flurry 
of excitement as women par- 
ticipants expressed frustration and 
impatience at the lack of women’s 


influence in educational policy and 
leadership Of all participants, 
Australian women seemed most 
discontent with their status as 
educators. This discontent was 
highlighted when several delegates 
gathered at a local pub for an in- 
formal session. Typical of most 
Australian taverns, one room was 
reserved for male patrons while a 
second lounge was intended for 
mixed company. According to the 
Australian women, this and many 
other old-fashioned customs have 
subtly preserved a strongly male- 
oriented society. 

It was my privilege to make a 
presentation at the conference, and I 
chose to relate my experiences as 
director of Head Start in Romulus. 
Designed to serve low income 
children 3 and 4 years of age, Head 
Start has become one of the most 
successful preschool projects in the 
United States. I began the presen- 
tation with a brief description of 
Romulus and the organization of its 
Head Start program. 

A largely Australian audience 
then posed several questions, which 
helped to uncover a major dif- 
ference between our countries' 
educational systems. In the State of 
Victoria (Melbourne is located in 
Victoria), the state government has 
complete determination of budget 
and staff for all public schools. 
Realistically speaking, local support 
and control of schools is unknown. 
Head Start's emphasis on parent 
involvement in decision-making, 
budget development and hiring 
practices impressed many 
educators In attendance. Parents 
and other lay persons In the 
audience were especially en- 


thusiastic about a format which 
legislates parent involvement into 
the educational process 

There was a general impression 
among members of the audience 
that Head Start was considered a 
failure in the United States. This 
conclusion seemed to stem from 
well-publicized studies on Head 
Start during its first two years of 
operation. Recent research, 
however, documents the program’s 
effectiveness. It was easy for me to 
understand this lack of current 
information. For several days I was 
naive enough to search Melbourne’s 
newspapers for American baseball 
standings, football forecasts or 
general news about the States. Only 
two events were covered in detail 
during my stay — Andrew Young’s 
resignation and detainment of 
Russian ballerina Ludmila Vlasova. 

Judy Carter, daughter-in-law of 
President Carter, presented the 
second major address to the con- 
ference. Her speech on community 
organization was well received by 
delegates, and many were com- 
plimentary of Mrs. Carter’s soft- 
spoken and genuine concern for 
education. The following day 
delegates from the United States 
assembled for a luncheon with Mrs. 
Carter and her husband Jack, and I 
was equally impressed with their 
casual and courteous nature. It was 
with pride that I Identified myself 
from Romulus, easily the smallest 
city represented. Of course, I had to 
undergo the usual joking about 
Romulus and Remus — thank 
goodness there is a Remus. Mich., to 
fall back on 


Melbourne, which became in- 
ternationally known when it hosted 
the Olympic Games in 1956, 
provided the back drop for the Third 
International Conference on 
Community Education. The Yarra 
River, which runs through the city. 


provided a reflecting pool for this 
photo, taken by Bill Smith, director 
pf community education in the 
Romulus Community Schools, who 
attended the conference and spoke 
on the district’s Head Start 
Program.

Mr. T called the Consumers Council Guideline 
with an extremely complicated dispute with his 
landlord. After hearing the facts, our counselor 
suggested that he talk to a lawyer about the ad- 
visability of filing a lawsuit. 

“But I don’t have a lawyer! How do I find one? 

Although the American Bar Association now 
allows lawyers to advertise, consumers may want 
to go beyond the information in the ad to find an 
attorney to fit their particular needs. 

The first step is to locate a lawyer who deals in the 
legal area where the consumer needs help. Friends, 
business associates, employers, real estate agents, 
bank officers or law school professors may be able 
to recommend an attorney. 

Another source is the Lawyer Referral Service of 
the Michigan State Bar Association. Located in 
most counties in Michigan, this service provides the 
names of lawyers who are willing to take on new 
cases. These attorneys have also agreed to charge a 
$10 to $15 fee for an initial consulation which is lower 
than the average rate. The state-wide toll-free 
number for the Lawyer Referral Service Is 1-800* 


292-7850. 

From these sources, a list can be drawn up of 
lawyers to be interviewed personally. Don't be 
afraid to ask the lawyer specific questions about 
fees, experience, qualifications or procedures. A 
telephone call to the lawyer's office before a per- 
sonal Interview will reveal the charge for the in- 
terview (If any) and may answer some questions 
before the appointment. j 

Find out if the lawyer charges a fee for an initial 
consultation, has previously handled a similar type 
of case, provides a written, understandable 
estimate and final bill for his or her services, offers 
a regular itemized statement of amounts owed, 
will freely discuss fees and methods of payment and 
will provide client references. 

It’s important for the consumer to feel com- 
fortable with an attorney who will handle a legal 
case. During these interviews, a potential client 
should ask as many questions as necessary to get a 
dear picture of a lawyer’s competence and 
eagerness to take the case. 

After hiring a lawyer, it is important to keep open 
good channels of communication. Remember, do 
not expect free advice, do not expect simple an- 
swers to complex questions, do not slant any in- 
formation to the lawyer and keep the lawyer in- 
formed of any and all new developments in the case. 

Another alternative is to file a complaint with the 
Attorney Grievance Commission of the State Bar. 
Its address is 10th Floor, Law Center Building, 600 
Woodward Avenue, Detroit 48226; call 961-6585. The 
commission will investigate complaints against an 
attorney and has the authority to begin suspension 
or disbarment procedures.

Cool weather turns homebuyer interest to fireplaces 


With cooler fall weather getting 
set to sweep into southeast 
Michigan, area realtors report in- 
creased interest among prospective 


buyers in homes equipped with 
fireplaces. 

“While fireplaces were long ago 
superceded as the major source of 


home heating by more modern 
methods, they retain both a 
romantic and practical appeal,” 
said members of the Western Wayne 


Association urges caution 
in use of Notary seals 


Prompted by a current epidemic 
of phony Notary seals, the National 
Notary Association < NNA) is urging 
greater caution on the part of 
agencies and firms accepting 
notarized documents and stricter 
accountability on the part of seal 
manufacturers. 

Phony seals — either counterfeits 
duplicating valid Notary seals or 
seals acquired using false names — 
have proliferated in recent months, 
according to reports from law* en- 
forcement agencies across the 
nation and Notary-commissioning 
authorities in several states. 

Most often, the phorty seals are 
imprinted on fraudulent property 
grant deeds, on which a swindler has 
forged the signatures of.the property 
owners and listed himself -as pur- 
chaser. He then has the fraudulent 
deed recorded and "sells” the 
property to an unsuspecting mor- 
tgage company or uses the property 
as collateral to obtain a loan. 

"Phony Notary seals are a way of 
bypassing the vital screening 
agency of the Notary Public,” said 
NNA vice-president and executive 
director Milton G. Valera. 

"The Notary has the duty of 
identifying the signers of important 
documents and thereby screening 
for frauds. By eliminating the 
Notary, a swindler will eliminate the 
most important deterrent to 
document fraud.” 

Valera pointed out that county 
recording offices normally only 
check to see if a notorized document 
is in correct form — without 
ascertaining the validity of the 
notarial seal 


"Unfortunately,” said Valera, 
“subsequent handlers of the 
document — title insurance and 
mortgage companies, for instance — 
tend to assume that recordation 
necessarily means validation. It 
does not. Usually, only' when a 
document bears an out-of-state 
Notary seal will the recorder require 
a validating ‘certificate of authority’ 
for the notarial seal.” 

Valera suggested several steps 
firms might take in checking the 
validity of a questioned notarial 
seal: 

( 1 ) Contact the clerk of the county 
printed on the Notary seal in 
question. In many states, all 
Notaries must file oaths of office and 
bonds with their county clerks; this 
registration is a public record 

If the county clerk has no record of 
a Notary, the notarial seal may have 
been manufactured for a non- 
commissioned person using a false 
name. To determine if a commission 
actually has been issued to a given 
name, the office of the governor, 
secretary of state, or other com- 
missioning authority should be 
contacted. 

(2) Contact the Notary himself. If 
the Notary has no record of a 
document in question, a counterfeit 
seal may have been used. 

To deter fraud, Valera suggested, 
firms should thoroughly Inspect the 
personal identification of any in- 
dividual presenting a notarized and 
recorded deed or other document as 
u basis for the transfer of funds. 
Such firms, he added, might con- 


sider requiring this beneficiary to 
leave a fingerprint beside his 
signature on any document; few 
criminals want to leave a fingerprint 
as evidence of a crime 

The NNA executive also urged 
rubber stamp companies that 
manufacture Notary seals to con- 
sider a policy of requiring proof that 
a customer has been issued a 
notarial commission. 

"A manufacturer might ask to see 
the customer’s commission cer- 
tificate.” said Valera, "then com- 
pare it with the customer’s personal 
identification. This would pose an 
additional deterrent to a person 
contemplating a document fraud.”

They noted that part of the high 
interest in fireplaces may have been 
triggered by electrical power 
outages during the past few years. 

“Nationally, about half of new 
homes are being equipped with 
electric heat and those using gas or 
cil rely on electricity to distribute 
heat through the home,” the realtors 
said. "When the power goes off for a 
significant length of time, many of 
the owners have to seek refuge with 
friends or relatives in unaffected 
areas. 

“However, we frequently find 
sellers now who boast of the value of 
a wood-burning fireplace in such 
emergencies. Generally, it provided 
sufficient warmth so the house could 
remain occupied and even served 
for cooking and heating water.” 

The WWOCBR members pointed 
out that on a nationwide basis, 
fireplaces now are being installed in 
about two-thirds of new homes, 
almost double the rate of just five 
years earlier. 

"They can be a very positive sales 
point for a home, particularly at this 
time of year,” the realtors said. 
“When added in an existing home, 
they appear to represent an in- 


vestment that can be largely 
recovered when the home goes on 
the market.” 

Homeowners considering a 
fireplace installation are advised by 
the WWOCBR togive heed to design, 
location and safety. 

In most cases the fireplace will 
remain as a permanent fixture so 
care should be taken that the chosen 
style fits overall home and room 
decor. While it can serve as a focal 
point, it should blend in rather than 
dominate whether its in the living 
room, bedroom, den or even the 
kitchen. 

To get the most value from a 
fireplace, it should be installed 
where it looks best and is most 
practical, so location is important. 
What room will provide the most 
enjoyment and use and how much 
heat can the room take and remain 
comfortable are questions that 
should be considered. 

Safety is an over-riding factor. 


Some light-weight steel fireplaces 
offered today do not require 
masonry walls or a supporting 
foundation. But most others must be 
supported on concrete or other 
masonry — not wood framing. 

Each fireplace requires a 
separate flue and every unit should 
have a damper offering adequate 
ventilation while effectively dosing 
the flue passage. Outlets to chim- 
neys also must be safely constructed 
to comply with local building codes 
and published industry guides. 

The WWOCBR members said 
today’s homeowners will find 
manufactured fireplaces offered in 
many styles and variations that can 
be installed for a perfect mating 
with almost any room. But, costs 
can run from a few hundred dollars 
to a thousand or more. 

'Hie Realtors caution that the 
investment return will diminish if 
the fireplace cost is out of keeping 
with the overall value of the home.

Sullivan picked to fill ed board vacancy 


A Canton Township man, 37-year- 
old Brian T. Sullivan, is the newest 
member of the Wayne-Westland 
Community Schools’ Board of 
Education, appointed last week to 
fill the vacancy created when 
Gerard McGrath resigned recently. 

Sullivan was picked from among 
10 candidates who had submitted 
their names for consideration. The 
six school board members went 
through eight “ballots” at the 
meeting to narrow down the choices, 
until Sullivan got the required 4-vote 


majority to win the position. 

He and other candidates had been 
interviewed by the board members 
last week. 

Sullivan was among the can- 
didates who sought election to the 
board in June. It was his first try for 
public office. 

He is employed by American 
Microsystems Inc., as a national 
automotive sales manager, working 
in sales of electronic components. 
He is a former employee of 
Burroughs Corp., where he acted as

the larger car continued on for 25 
more feet, police said 

Officer Brokas said the gas tank of 
the victims’ car apparently-Fuptured 
at the top, which would have sent 
gasoline into the passenger com- 
partment and probably was ignited 
by a spark. 

The man driving the full-sized car 
fled the scene on foot, police said, 
but a passenger who had been in the 
car remained at the accident. 

Westray was picked up by police 
at his home six hours later, Brokas 
said. He is charged with four counts 
of manslaughter, a 15-year 
maximum felony, and four counts of 
leaving the scene of a fatal accident, 
a 2-year felony. The charge of 
manslaughter pertains to unin- 
tentional taking of a life with gross 
negligence, police explained. 

Although it is usual practice to 


take blood samples to test for 
alcohol or drugs in a person arrested 
on such a charge, the time lapse 
before Westray’s arrest precluded 
that procedure, Brokas added 

Westland fire fighters had to cut 
away the roof of the small car to 
extract the charred bodies of the 
four victims The medical examiner 
listed the cause of death as smoke 
and soot inhalation, Brokas said. 

The other car was damaged, but 
driveable, police said. 

Traffic Bureau head Lt A1 
Billings described the crash as “the 
worst single accident Westland has 
ever had," causing the most number 
of deaths in one incident. 

Funeral services were held for the 
four victims Tuesday. 

The deaths brings to 13 the 
number of traffic fatalities in 
Westland this year, surpassing the 
death toll of nine for 1978.

Detroit teachers 


Pity those poor Detroit teachers. 

Beset by raging inflation, declining enrollment, a growing 
movement to force them to live in Detroit, and average salaries 
(just a breath away from the poverty level) of $25,000, and you 
wonder why they even bother to try and stay in the business. 

This week’s latest round of negotiations in the, current Detroit 
teacher strike, finds the leader of the Detroit Federation of 
Teachers (DFT), claiming that an unresponsive school board, a 
board unwilling to give away the store, has again missed an op- 
portunity to get the kids back to school. 

It sounds very much like a situation pitting the teachers, in white 
hats, against the school board, in black. 

But who is on strike? 

Who has illegally deprived the kids of Detroit of the education 
they so desperately want and need?The answer is obvious. It is the 
Detroit school teachers that have brought the educational process 
to a halt. 

The same teachers who are responsible for the fact that many 
Detroit youngsters graduate from school and cannot read or 
write. 

While we will support to the hilt the right of workers to be treated 
fairly and to receive fair compensation for fair labor, we must 
question the fairness of Detroit’s teachers, who are now 
withholding their services from the kids who so badly need the 
class time. 

Perhaps it is time to implement a new approach toward com- 
pensating teachers for their efforts. Perhaps it is time to reward 
teachers for teaching and to withhold those rewards from those 
teachers who are just putting in their time. 

Certainly there are thousands of dedicated teachers in the 
Detroit system. Just as certainly, there are thousands of teachers 
unqualified to even monitor the lunchrooms. 

There are few past or present parents who would not recognize 
the fact that good teachers deserve good pay. But it is not the good 
teachers that have created today’s problems. It is the poor ill- 
equipped teacher who is responsible for the poor image currently 
enjoyed by the teaching profession. 

It is time for the teachers and their union to recognize the reality 
of the situation. 

Just as long as they continue to protect their members who do not 
produce, citizens wiil continue to object to paying for substandard 
education for their children. 

The teachers, by act, are fueling the very fires they have at- 
tempted to douse with money, tax reform. 

The citizens will not much longer be willing to sit back and watch 
as their children endure the benefits acrued from a strong teachers 
union made up of highly paid teachers who have not yet decided 
where their priorities lie. 

Good teachers should be well paid. Poor teachers should not be 
allowed to teach. 

Only the teachers themselves can reverse the trend which 
promises to deal harshly with everyone equally

Legislation awaiting house

With the summer months behind us, the 
Legislature can look forward to the difficult task 
of molding proposed legislation into laws that 
will benefit Michigan’s citizens. 

As you probably know\ I have been traveling 
around the Western Wayne County area on an 
extensive town hall meeting program designed 
to directly hear the view's of people on important 
issues facing the state. 

Prepared with the information gathered and 
suggestions made by many of you, we in the 
legislature are anxious to begin session although 
it is not going to be an easy one. Several ex- 
tremely important issues — real estate steering, 
essential insurance, a bill to repeal the state’s 
presidential primary, wetlands, right-to-strike 
legislation for teachers, workers compensation, 
marijuana decriminalization and the public 
ethics bill — will be debated and voted on by the 
Legislature. 


Thousands of Michigan's residents will be 
directly affected by what we decide to do on 
every one of these issues and we are all in- 
directly affected in some way by the decisions 
made on all of these issues. 

I am hopeful that each of these issues will be 
given the full attention it deserves and that no 
hasty decisions are made. 1 would rather that we 
go slow before making up our minds, rather than 
hastily approving a poor piece of legislation. 

Three controversial bills, the one to repeal the 
presidential primary; one on real estate sales; 
and one dealing with essential insurance 
legislation, have passed the House and are 
awaiting Senate action. 

Public employees’ right to strike legislation 
has been debated in a special House labor sub- 
committee throughout the summer months. The 
three Republican members of that committee 
plan to offer a proposal of equal financial 


penalties for both sides as a means of reducing 
teacher strikes in number and length. 

Likewise, a workers compensation task force 
has been meeting this summer although few 
substantive results have come out of those 
meetings Both sides will have to make progress 
soon if any reform in that area is going to be 
worked out this session 

The next few months are going to be 
challenging for those of us in the Legislature. We 
will be attempting to shape legislature that will 
likely have a great impact on all of us for many 
years to come. 

We will do our best to make sure that all 
legislation passed is good legislation. We 
welcome your suggestions and comments. 
Please call me at 422-0750 if you wish to give me 
the benefit of your input. I will be more than 
happy to talk to you about matters that are of 
concern to you.

Recall faces attack

Shame on you William Keith! 

In your haste to “protect school board 
members from foolish recall campaigns,” you 
have risked widening the gulf between elected 
officials and their constituents. 

And it is ironic that the democratic process 
would become the vehicle to undermine the 
democratic process. 

William Keith is the Democratic State 
Representative of Inkster, Garden City and 
Dearborn Heights. 

Two weeks ago, it was reported that Keith had 
sponsored a bill in his House Elections Com- 
mittee which would have disallowed recall 
elections unless an official was found guilty of 
malfeasance, misfeasance, or nonfeasance in 
office. 

The intent of that legislation, according to 
Keith, would be to stem the apparently growing 
trend by voters to attempt recall elections aimed 
at public officials who have “dared to vote their 
conscience.” 

Keith feels that the only solution to the 
problem is to make recall more difficult, rather 
than to attempt to resolve the deep-seated 
mistrust of elected officials at all levels, which is 
truly responsible for the recent increase in the 
number of recalls. 

Keith further argues that the costs associated 


with recall campaigns is a waste of taxpayer’s 
funds. 

While it w'ould be difficult to argue the fact that 
the number of recall elections is increasing, 
making recall more difficult is certainly not the 
solution to the problem. 

It is indeed unfortunate that Keith chose to 
attack the citizens’ right to throw out a politician 
who has, for whatever reason, motivated a 
sufficient number of citizens to demand his 
recall 

Even if we grant that school board members 
are often the innocent target for such recalls, 
and that the recalls are based on reasons beyond 
the control of the board members, making recall 
more difficult is still an unacceptable remedy. 

Since statistics show that most recall attempts 
are unsuccessful, we must conclude that Keith is 
primarily concerned with the cost of recalls 
rather than the net effect of recall. 

And if that is the case, Keith is on even shakier 
ground 

Over the past 200 years, government has 
proven beyond a reasonable doubt that it is in- 
capable of weighing cost effectiveness’ as it 
may relate to proposed legislation. 

For Keith now, to attack the citizens’ right of 
recall on the basis that is is not cost effective, 
rings hollow

And when Keith’s proposed legislation is 
viewed from the perspective of the past when 
some elected officials constantly worked to limit 
the right of recall and thus remove themselves 
from the reach of angry citizens, the result of 
such legislation, if not its goal, becomes clear. 

Perhaps, if Bill Keith is truly concerned with 
the cost of recall and its effect on the com- 
munity, he could better spend his energies on 
legislation that would solve the ‘problem* 
altogether. 

Should Keith propose that all elected officials, 
in all offices in the state of Michigan, be elected 
to only one-year- terms, the need for the citizens’ 
right of recall would be eliminated. 

By making all elected officials stand before the 
citizens every year, the right of recall becomes 
unnecessary since citizens would have access to 
unresponsive elected officials each year. 

So my suggestion, Bill Keith, is to forget about 
this attempt to protect yourself and other elected 
officials from the citizens. 

Rather, you and your colleagues, whether on 
the school board or in the state house, should 
simply work to effectively represent your con- 
stituents. 

Then, there will be no recalls to worry public 
officials.

Wrong rescue

Rescue Called”, I would like to set 
the record straight. 

I take exception to the paragraph 
stating one and two man cars are not 
capable of handling emergency 
medical situations in the 
professional manner of an EMT. I 
would like to inform and assure our 
residents that all Van Buren 
Township police officers are 
qualified in first aid and CPR ..it is 
required. 

There have been numerous oc- 
casions where our one and two man 
cars have been dispatched to 
emergency situations (such as burn 
victims, drownings in backyard 
pools, injured accident victims, 
etc ). I have found during my years 
with the department and personal 
knowledge of officers with whom I 
have worked and now work for me, 


all have rendered emergency 
medical treatment most effectively 
and in a professional manner of a 
police officer. 

When dispatched in an emergency 
situation, our police car is generally 
first at the scene Immediate action 
and good judgment is required of our 
officers. This, of course, is a result of 
the training received when they 
attend the police academy and other 
related seminars and schools. 

At present we have 14 of 19 total 
officers in the department, state 
certified. Attendance at the police 
academy is on their own time, being 
sponsored by the part-time Van 
Buren Township Police Department. 

Once again, I felt that the public 
had been misinformed as to the 
qualifications and limitations of this 
department, and now’ I feel I have 
set the record straight

Dear Carol, 

My youngest child just started kingergarten. It is a battle every morning to get her to 
go to school. First she says she is too tired, then she says she doesn’t feel well, then she 
doesn’t feel like going to school, then she doesn't like the clothes she is supposed to wear, 
then she doesn’t like breakfast. 

She has never been this stubborn or difficult before. She attended nursery school so she 
has been separated from mebefre. I just don't understand her attitude at all. Help!

Dear Battlefront, 

It sounds as though your daughter has what we call “school phobia 1 ’. 

This is not too uncommon in young children and generally not of long duration. The 
cause is frequently some anxiety or insecurity about what is going on in the home. 
Perhaps fear of losing one’s position in the family, (youngest or babied), or that the 
parent or parents will leave while they are gone. Is there perhaps some family friction? 

The important thing for the parent to remember when dealing with a child with school 
phobia is that the parent has the authority, is in control. The child is to be treated war- 
mly, lovingly but firmly. Regardless of how she fights and argues she must go to school. 

She is too young and immature to make these decisions and if she is permitted it will 
only serve to increase her insecurity. When she says, “no I won’t go,” you let her know 
that you understand shedoes not want to go but she is going anyway. And be firm. After a 
couple of weeks her anxiety should be alleviated and she should go with no difficulty. If, 
however, it continues, outside counseling should be considered. 

Dear Carol, 

I am a sophomore in college and 20 years old. 1 met the guy I am dating when I was 15. 
We have been dating each other exclusively for the last four years, (since I was 16). He is 
6 years older. He is a health and sports fanatic. He lifts weights and exercises 2 hours a 
day as well as playing baseball and cross country skiing, depending on the season. 

It seems as if I am always waiting for him — that his priorities go first — his sports, his 
needs. Granted there is the knowledge he will show up eventually; he tends to be late. Is 
that the way it should be, me always waiting. 

I know he loves me and I love him, but it seems interests are causing significant 
problems. Specifically I feel 1 make all the sacrifices. What do you think I should do?

Bitter federal 
medicine

In what might be called a bitter turn for 
the worse, a little known act of Congress 
intended to prevent child poisonings may 
be killing older Americans. 

Or so say three New York physicians, 
Frederick D. Sherman, Joshua D. Warach, 
and Leslie S. Libow, in a recent article in 
The Journal of The American Medical 
Association. 

The law — the Poison Prevention 
Packaging Act — was passed nearly a 
decade ago and mandates that most drugs 
and prescription medicines should be 
packaged in containers with “child proof” 
safety caps. 

“Ironically, what prevents a life- 
threatening situation for a child can be 
direct threat to the life of an elderly per- 
son,” the three specialists in geriatric care 
say in their commentary. 

The reason is simple. Many elderly 
patients hampered by a variety of crip- 
pling diseases and infirmities find it dif- 
ficult to open the containers. Thus, they 
don’t take needed medication. 

One pharmacist at Huntington Memorial 
Hospital in Pasadena, California, 
described the situation as chaotic bor- 
dering on comical: “Elderly patients have 
related many instances to me describing 
their dilemma in trying to open their 
prescription containers and the variety of 
iretruments they have used in the process: 
pliers, hammers, screw driver, hand- 
operated canopener and feet — one patient 
claimed that stomping on his bottle 
worked ... Another patient stated that her 
seven-year-old granddaughter could open 
her bottle when she, herself, could not.” 

If, like me, you’ve ever had to wrestle 
with a pill bottle, you can imagine how 
difficult it must be for older people, whose 
fingers aren’t as nimble or as strong as 
they used to be. 


Interestingly, this is just one example of 
government regulation gone haywire, say 
two very observant business executives in 
the Fall issue of Policy Review. 

Amway Corporation’s founding fathers 
Jay Van Andel and Richard DeVos also 
note that: 

• Government regulators insisted that 
children’s night clothing be made flame 
resistant, only to find out later that TRIS, 
the chemical flame-retardant, may cause 
cancer. 

• Under pressure from self-anointed 
environmentalists, the government has 
proceeded to ban many of the most ef- 
fective chemical pesticides developed 
since World War II: first DDT, then 
chlordane and heptachlor, and so on. The 
results, according to the late Dr. Robert H. 
White-Stevens, former Chairman of the 
Bureau of Conservation and En- 
vironmental Science at Rutgers Univer- 
sity: malaria is again on the rampage 
around the world and our own West this 
summer experienced the worst 
grasshopper plague since the Depression 

As Prof. Murray L. Weidenbaum 
suggests in his new book, “The Future of 
Business Regulation” (American 
Management Associations, 1979), maybe 
what we need most is some way of 
regulating the regulators. 

Prof. Weidenbaum says “Government 
should learn that its decisions often can 
produce long-term and unexpected con- 
sequences.” Which is perhaps the saddest 
and least discussed aspect of the entire 
controversy over regulation — the fact 
that in their all-consuming desire to help, 
the bureaucrats may actually be killing us 
with their kindness.

Cider sipping season 'presses' into full gear 


A stop at one of southern 
Michigan’s 92 cider mills in fall is as 
traditional as raking leaves or 
following football, reports 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

At many of the mills visitors can 
watch apple harvesting in nearby 
orchards and view pressing 
operations while sipping fresh cider 
and eating doughnuts. 


The Auto Club lists 32 mills in 
southeast Michigan, 35 in west 
Michigan and 25 in east Michigan 
“Cider was one of the most 
popular drinks of early, rural 
America,’’ explained Joseph Ratke, 
Auto Club’s touring manager 
“During the mid-19th century when 
three of every four Americans lived 
on a farm, homemade cider presses 


were as common as woodburning 
stoves.” 

Michigan ranks third in the nation 
in apple production and first in 
production of Jonathons and Nor- 
thern Spies, two favorite varieties of 
cider apples. 

Some mills offer custom pressing, 
whereby customers bring their own 
apples and containers and pay the 


Favorable weather makes 
for good fall color 'show' 


Michigan residents who are 
planning a fall color tour should 
have plenty to see and enjoy this 
season, says a Michigan State 
University forestry specialist. 

Melvin Koelling said prospects are 
good for a good color display 
because of a favorable growing 
season with adequate moisture and 
sunshine. However, he cautions 
there may be a decrease in the in 
tensity of the various shades of red 
displayed by some species, such as 
the sugar maple 

Species of trees like sugar maple, 
which characteristically have red 
fall colors, require a lot of sunshine 
to produce their typical autumn 
hues. 

“If extended periods of cloudy, 
rainy weather continue through 
September, we may not see as 
brilliant a display as in some 
years,” Koelling said “It is highly 
likely, however, that the usual 
bright yellows and oranges will be 
present. 

Koelling explained that August 
was unusually cloudy and cool over 
much of the state. This condition has 
accelerated the rate of fall color 
development in some species. 
However, most trees should still 
display their brilliant colors at about 
the same time they usually do in late 
September and earlv October. 

“We haven’t had the optimal 


combinations of bright days, cool 
nights and dry conditions,” he said 
“Although a few of the state’s trees 
have begun changing color, this is 
mostly due to local environmental 
stresses, such as root damage 
caused by road salt or construction 
“The majority of trees, if the 
current weather continues, will 
possibly change only a few' days 


earlier than usual and the clors may 
not be quite as vivid 
Koelling said an early frost would 
be the only factor which would 
damage the fall display 
“Many people believe that a frost 
is essential for color development, 
but a hard frost actually will kill the 
leaves, turning them brown,” he 
added 


operator to extract the juice. The 
mills range in size from the tiny 
roadside stands with farm-size 
presses to huge operations with 
hydraulic presses and modern 
equipment. 

“Some cider mills stay open all 
year, but the peak apple-picking 
season is from early September 
through October,” Ratke said “We 
advise persons interested in wat- 
ching pressing operations to 
telephone ahead Many mills 
operate on irregular schedules 
dictated by availability of apples.” 

The cost of cider this fall should 
range from $1.50 to $2 80 per gallon 
with doughnuts priced between $1 
and $2.20 per dozen Some mills 
allow customers to bring their ow r n 
containers to save approximately 25 
cents per gallon.

Coach Don Foley’s hand is on the 
panic button. 

After three consecutive losses, the 
Romulus head football coach is 
wondering what he has to do to get 
both his defense and offense to play 
four solid quarters of football. 

Last week it was the defense that 
collapsed against Garden City East; 
Friday afternoon the Eagles’ offense 
... well, why write about something 
that just wasn’t there? Romulus was 
blanked 20-0 by visiting Ann Arbor 
Pioneer, a team that not only 
managed to beat their hosts on the 
scoreboard but in the stands. 

There were more Huron fans 
attending the game than were 
Romulus, and it was Romulus’ first 
home game. 

Despite the lopsided store, the 
game was close until the final four 
minutes of the game when Huron 
scored two of its three touchdowns. 

“I don’t know what to say,” Foley 
pointed out after the Eagles’ third 
loss. ‘‘But it appears that our 
defense and offense are taking turns 
breaking down. Last week against 
East, the defense wasn’t there; this 
week we didn’t get any offense. 

“And we committed five tur- 
novers at crucial spots,” Foley 
added. “Can’t do much when you 
start moving the ball, then hand it 
over because of a mental mistake 
or a fumble.” 

Ann Arbor scored in the second 
quarter on Darren Joseph’s three- 
yard run. That was set up on a gift. 
The visitors picked off quarterback 
Dwayne Parker’s pass at the Eagle 
30 yard line, but it took them 11 plays 
to get the rest of the yardage. 

Romulus’ furthest penetration in 
that initial half was to the Huron 30 
where another fumble stopped the 
threat. 

After a scoreless third quarter, 
Ann Arbor managed to score an 
insurance TD on a 14-yard pass from 
quarterback A1 Visal to Sig Sjorgen. 

Sjorgen also caught a 29-yard pass 
from the third touchdown with less 
than three minutes left in the game. 

Parker completed two of eight 
passes, with one interception, while 
his back-up. Marty Knight, also hit 
on two of eight but two of his aerials 
were picked off. With a total of three 
interceptions and two lost fumbles, 
Romulus’s five turnovers played a 
major role in its demise. 

“Our inexperience is showing,” 
Foley said. “If you lose the ball 
when you have momentum it 
inevitably takes a toll on you 
psychologically as well as 
physically.”

His discussion began with an 
explanation of the use of “Oasis” 
and how, when saturated, it is 90 
percent water and serves to keep 
flowers fresh as w'ell as holding 
them in place. His first creation, set 
in a round bowl and following the 
round lines, was Edwardian bouquet 
consisting of Baker fern, mums, 
geraniums, carnations and statice. 
These flowers were chosen since 


they could he found in an average 
garden and, therefore, members 
could easily duplicate the bouquet 
using their own flowers. 

The white mums could be replaced 
with daisies, the carnations could be 
roses or asters, and the yellow and 
orange mums could be marigolds. 

In keeping with the idea of using 
home grown flowers, his second 
design was of gladiolas and Boston 
fern, once again with geranium 
blossoms. His third design was set 
into a small pitcher and bowl and 
was orange and yellow mums with 
fern. 

As his fingers deftly handled the 
flowers, he pointed out that there are 
fashion trends in flower arranging 
as in everything else. At the present, 
a more natural arrangement is “in” 
and tortured styles featuring flowers 
wired into unnatural positions or 
dyed with unnatural colors were 
“out”.

EMU professor says 


People should stress alikeness 


Children are children and they can 
be cruel to those they preceive as 
being “different”. 

And some children grow into 
adulthood carrying those same 
stereotypes and biases. Is it any 
wonder then, that some individuals 
have gone to court to prevent the 
creation in their communities of 
group homes for the mentally and 
physically handicapped? 

Dr. Nora Martin, an associate 
professor of special education at 
Eastern Michigan University, feels 
that people should stress how they 
are alike, not how they differ. 

“We shouldn’t put the focus on 
what individuals can’t do, but on 
what they can do. From a 
humanistic point of view, I feel that 
mentally impaired people were born 
to certain things, I just think certain 
things are theirs. 

“I know we have to be extremely 
careful about who runs these group 
homes but we need to talk about 
what the handicapped are doing 
rather than what they can’t do,” 
Martin said. “We’re more alike than 
we are different. If we grab on to 
how we are so much alike and go 
from there, that would solve a lot of 
our problems.” 

Martin has taught in the public 
school setting, working with men- 


tally impaired youngsters. Now she 
trains special education teachers at 
EMU and is an expert on learning 
disabilities. She gives workshops 
nationwide on teaching mentally 
impaired and learning disabled 
individuals as well as students in 
regular classrooms. 

Martin explains that the area of 
learning disabilities is relatively 
new. The learning disabled child 
was recognized in the middle 1960s, 
she says. 

‘Teachers were noticing that 
there was a child who was showing 
emotional and learning problems 
but, when tested, it was discovered 
that they were not retarded and 
were not primarily disturbed. But 
they still had learning problems. 

“We found out that they were 
mainly perceptual-type problems. 
So, at that time in 1965 or 1966, these 
kids were referred to as having 
perceptual development problems 
rather than learning disabilities,” 
Martin explained. 

She added that Michigan, New 
York, California and Illinois are 
regarded as the most advanced 
states for treatment of the learning 
disabled. 

The learning disabled child has 
normal intelligence and may even 
be gifted.

Sprinkle 
with salad dressing mix, 
poured right from the 
envelope, and three 
slices of bacon, coarsely 
chopped. Transfer the 
mixture to a shallow 
baking pan and bake at 
425 degrees for about 45 
minutes. 

This makes six ser- 
vings and is a tasty 
accompaniment to 
broiled chicken, fish or 
baked pork chops. 

Any day is the day to 
try something different 
with chicken. Using a 
marinade of fruit juice, 
salad dressing mix and 
oil turns everyday 
chicken into a gourmet 
delight. Combine one- 
third cup grapefruit 
juice with an envelope 
of Good Seasons Italian 
or old fashion French 
salad dressing mix in a 
cruet or jar with a tight- 
fitting lid. Cover and 
shake well. Then add 
one-third cup salad oil, 
cover and shake again, 
pour over 2 to 3 pounds 


of frying chicken pieces, 
cover and let marinate 
in refrigerator at least 
six hours or overnight. 
Broil chicken about 15 
minutes on each side or 
to desired doneness, 
basting occasionally. 
This amount makes four 
servings and the 
unusual flavor should 
make it a family 
favorite. 


“I always use the example that 
they can spell a word aloud, but 
can’t put it on paper so their lear- 
ning disability would be in the motor 
area. There might be another child 
who can write it but can’t spell it 
aloud. They’re the kind of children 
that oftentimes, their perceptual 
difficulties will mask what they 
really have going for them. A lot of 
them have time problems, they 
might not know seasons.” 

Possible causes for a learning 
disability are numerous, Martin 
said. 

“Some people think a learning 
disability might be the result of a 
mild brain injury. Some think it’s 
due to a critical period in a child’s 
life, in other words developmental 
lag. Others think it’s the result of 
poor teaching or a poor en- 
vironment.” 

Martin explained that, in the past, 
there was a tendency to say that a 
learning disability could be the 
result of “minimal brain damage.” 

She added: “We’re very careful 
not to say that minimal brain 
damage is the cause of learning 
disabilities. Some people say that’s 
like saying minimally pregnant. 
Either you’re pregnant or you’re 
not.” 

In addition to her EMU teaching 
duties, Martin addresses workshops 
all over the country on child 
development, learning styles, 
teaching techniques for both regular 
and special education students and 
workshops for administrators. She 
also finds time to address reading 
conferences and church groups. 

Once or twice a month, she works 
with teachers of severally 
emotionally impaired children at 
Detroit Psychiatric Institute, 
helping to plan educational 
programs. 

Martin enjoys her speaking and 
consulting duties because she is able 
to “keep my hands on kids.” She 
added that she will often visit the 
children beforehand in a school 
where she is scheduled to speak to 
teachers 

“You’re not effective unless you 
work with the children,” she said. 

Recently, Martin has been very 
busy giving workshops on main- 
streaming, that is, the process of 
incorporating special education 
youngsters into so-called regular 
classrooms. 

She admitted that some teachers 
of regular classrooms have had a 
difficult time adjusting to the 
concept. 

“Mainstreaming is just one small 
part of that concept called least 
restrictive environment. Many 
people think mainstreaming is all of 
it, but it’s one choice. We are 
mandated to give special education 
children what we call the least 
restrictive environment.

“Now for some kids, this means 
mainstreaming. For other children, 
they just have to say in a self- 
contained room, there’s no doubt 
about it. For others it means having 
a consultant. 

“What I would like to be played up 
more is that kids and educators, 
regular as well as special educators, 
need some choices,” Martin says. 

Martin earned a bachelor’s and 
master’s degree from EMU and a 
doctorate from the University of 
Michigan. She is married, has three 
children, and lives in Westland. 

Among her many professional 
activities-, she is a member of the 
Blue Ribbon Committee for Lear- 
ning Disabilities for the State Board 
of Education, co-chairperson of the 
minority affairs division of the 
Michigan Association for Retarded 
Gtizens and president-elect of the 
Inkster chapter of the Delta Sigma 
Theta Sorority.

One of my colleagues where I taught was an especially valued friend. But one 
day, speaking in a chapel service, he irked me by joking about the value of some 
advanced degrees. What? After all the work and money I had invested in 
graduate work? I resented his remark. So when my turn came to speak in 
chapel, I voiced my disagreement with some vigor 

Afterward my friend came to me and explained that he had not seriously 
meant to minimize academic degrees. Then he added a statement that will stick 
with me the rest of my life: “Your remark in public, directed to an individual, is 
the sort of thing that can break Christian fellowship.” 

At once I was apologetic. I realized that I should have talked with him per- 
sonally after this speech. How easy it is to say or do something impulsively that 
impairs precious fellowship. Since then, my prodedure has been different. I 
have gained a new appreciation for the priceless unity that God seeks to 
promote within the church. 

PRAYER: Thank You, Lord, for the love toward others You implant within 
us. Forgive us for regarding it lightly. May we bend every effort to preserve 
that unity of spirit which exemplifies the spirit of our Master. In His name. 
Amen.

Russell recommended a life in 
which monotony played a part.

Did he mean us? 

Life was slower in the old days and 
people “took time.” 

The elderly play an important role 
in our lives — or ought to — not 
because we “need their wisdom and 
experience.” We don’t need that. We 
need the “serene example” of those 
who now “only stand and wait.” 

Little children often prefer their 
grandparents to their parents 
because grandparents aren't always 
running off to do things. 

As one 8-year-old girl said, 
“Everybody should have a grand- 
mother, especially if you don’t have 
a TV, because grandmas are the 
only grownups who have got time.” 

At any rate, the “hayseed 
revolution” has definite theological 
implications. 

A “hayseed revolution” may be 
just what we need to bring on a 
spiritual revolution and a return to 
the “simple Christianity” of the 
Gospels.

GIVES SAFETY TIPS 

Using Parking Lights While Driving 
Among Unsafe Practice, Says APAA 


A running vehicle should 
never have its parking lights 
on - even if that is legal in 
the state 

This is one of the several 
tips offered by the Automo- 
tive Parts &. Accessories As- 
sociation aimed at reducing 
sometimes-fata! accidents. 

■‘Many motorists switch 
on their car s parking lights at 
the first sign of dusk," said 
APAA’s director of govern- 
ment affairs, Linda J Hoff- 
man ‘This is illegal in many 
states, and unsafe in all of 
them.’* 

The reason. Hoffman said, 
is that parking lights can be 
mistaken by an oncoming 
motorist for headlights 

“Thinking that the other 
car is further away than it ac- 


tually is. the motorist may at- 
empt a left-hand turn or may 
think there is room to pass 
another car ’ 

Railroad tracks provide 
another opportunity for dan- 
ger “Buses and trucks have 
to stop at railroad crossings 
If you are following one." 
Hoffman said, “assume that 
it will." 

Other railroad crossing 
safety tips 

— Always expect a train 
on any track at any time, day 
or night 

If a line of traffic is on 
the other side of the crossing, 
make sure your car will be 
able to clear the tracks with 
room to spare. 

- Lightning sometimes 
strikes twice. Don't assume 


that because one train crossed 
there won’t be another 
coming. 

Wait until the gates are 
raised fully before crossing. 

Never race a tram to a 
crossing it may be a tie! 

Never shift gears while 
crossing tracks. 

Additional advice from the 
APAA official concerned turn 
signals and right-of-ways. 

“Use turn signals whenever 
you change lanes," Hoffman 
advised. “And if there is any 
question as to whom has the 
right of way. YOU be the one 
to yield ." 

A final bit of advice from 
the APAA official “Be as 
careful and as alert while driv- 
ing as you would if you had a 
loaded weapon in your hand ." 


Preventing Rust Worth 
$100 Year to Car Owners 


Is the body of your car 
beginning to resemble swiss 
cheese? 

Cars are rusting faster than 
ever, due in part to the ap- 
proximately nine million tons 
of salt used on the roads year- 
ly. The seventy of last win- 
ter’s weather may have set a 
record for salt use. 

According to the Automo- 
tive Parts & Accessories Asso- 
ciation, rust and corrosion 
can add $100 a year to a car’s 
depreciation. 

APAA estimates that there 
arc more than 50 million cars 
in the “salt belt," that area of 
the country where chlorides 
arc used to mam tain traffic 
flow during freezing months. 

While these compounds 
are excellent at keeping roads 
and streets passable and safe, 
they do considerable damage 
to the unprotected vehicles 
that travel treated roads. 

Rusting cars are expensive 
to their owners and even 
dangerous. 

Yet preventive treatments 
by a rust-proofing service or a 
do-it-yourselfer within the 
first 3,000 miles of the vehi- 
cle’s purchase can eliminate 
the problems. 

Many rust-proofing com- 
panies do an excellent job of 
providing this service for auto 
and truck owners. Because 
rust-proofing is a high-labor 
job involving skill, time, pa- 
tience and a relatively low- 
cost product, the charge for 
this service must be sufficient 
to pay for the labor, material 
and a modest profit for the 
operator of the service. 


The charge, however, is 
one that most owners defer 
or forego completely. This is, 
in reality, a poor business de- 
cision. The charge of $100 to 
$130 is one that is returned 
many times in the form of 
higher resale value for the ve- 
hicles, reduced or eliminated 
need for body work and cos- 
metic repairs, better frame 
protection in a crash, and a 
reduction of sqeaks and rat- 
tles dunng the penod of car 
ownership. 

In three years, a treated 
car in the salt belt can be 
worth S300-S500 more than 
an untreated car. 

For do-it-yourselfers, do- 
it-yourself rust-proofing kits 
have been developed that, 
used and applied as directed, 
will give the same measure of 
protection as professionally 
applied treatments, at about a 
fifth or less of the cost. 

They can even halt rust on 
older cars where rust prob- 
lems have already begun. Cars 
of unitized construction es- 
pecially need this treatment, 
particularly if they are ex- 
pected to be used into ad- 
vance age 

For periodic maintenance. 
APAA advises that you keep 
your car clean, wax at least 
twice a year, and always wash 
your car as soon as feasible 
after driving in the rain, snow 
or slush. The wash water car- 
ries away those corrosive 
chemicals that cause rust. 

After washing, leave car 
doors ajar for a few minutes 
to permit water drainage Dry 
thoroughly 


If you live in an area 
where sand and salts are used 
on roads, hose down the un- 
derside twice a year If you 
live in sand country, flush the 
underside of the vehicle Be 
sure to keep the drain holes 
in the bottom of the car 
doors open

Used Car Shoppers Told 
How to Buy With Care 


A popular theme Jinonp 
used ear dealers is that 
"I very body drives a used 
car'" 

True - hut some ears are 
more used than others. Spend 
at least as much time buying 
j used ear as you would a 
new one. 

First, decide in advance 
what you want and stick to 
it You know before you visit 
your first ear dealership what 
you ean allord 

Second, consider getting 
your tar through the news- 
papers' want ads While used 
ears purchased from the own- 
er have to be investigated as 
thoroughly as those purehas- 
ed from a dealership, you can 
get good buys that way and 
you save shopping time and 
gasoline 

You often hear that when 
you are buying a used car y ou 
are buying someone vise's 
problems. When you are buy- 
ing from the original owner 
you can ask him why he is 
selling 

The classified section of 
your newspaper has jnother 
advantage By checking the 
listings of individuals and 
dealers, you can determine 
the age and make ol cars you 
can afford Note that "clean 
cars bring more money when 
you are selling, and cost more 
when you are buying They 
are worth the price 

Many a used tar has out- 
lasted a new car that the own- 
er might have purchased 
Most of a car’s deprecia- 
tion occurs in the first two 
years ol a c3r’s life. 


As indicated, however, the 
condition of a car is vastly 
more important than its age 
There are some 20-year-old 
cars that are in much better 
shape than cars a tenth as old 
The smaller the car. the 
belter. There is a vast differ- 
ence in the number ol parts 
of small and large cars. Gen- 
erally speaking loo. the smal- 
ler car will be much more 
miserly on gasoline con- 
sumption. 

If you plan to keep the car 
any length of time, you don't 
need all the options such as 
power steering, automatic 
transmission power brakes, 
and air conditioning They 
will cost you money in luel 
consumption and repairs. 

However, il you are mere- 
ly going to fix the car tor re- 
sale or keep it only a year. 

I hen resale value is important 
The best time to buy a car 
is during the day Why ’ Be- 
cause "what you see is what 
you get." and daylight beats 
artificial light, no matter how 
much there is of the latter 
Where can you buy a used 
car*? Find out from friends 
jnd acquaintances who have 
had a satisfactory experience 
in purchasing one You might 
even end up buying a car 
from a friend or acquaintance. 
Just make sure it's from 
someone who values your 
friendship! 

The primary ureas lor 
checking a used car you 
might want to buy . in no par- 
ticular order are clutch elec- 
trical systems, engine, brakes 


rust, paint, latches steering, 
transmission, tires, shock ab- 
sorbers wheel alignment, use, 
and the drive train, including 
the transmission dillerential

1 C heck lor paint blisters, 
under floor mats and in the

miles to the gallon and he is 
going to breathe cleaner air 

Rogers, who also is presi- 
dent of APS Inc an inter- 
national parts distribution 
company based in Houston 
Texas, said that maintenance 
of safety related equipment 
has been important since the 
dawn of the automotive age 
"Certainly, we have accom- 
plished a great deal in the last 
10 years toward our goal of 
safer motoring he said 
"There have been scores of 
improvements like better 
lighting, energy absorbing 
steering columns, instrument 
panel padding, better seat and 


lap belts jnd a lot more 
Most of that equipment re- 
quires no effort by the owner 
but it seems to me that 
people • would have their 
brakes checked before risking 
their lives 

“Yet, studies show that a 
Hurd of the cars on the road 
are in need of some kind of 
brake service. That is not 
only a danger to the owner 
but to everyone else on the 
streets and highways “ 

Rogers conceded that mo- 
toring was a lot simpler a gen- 
eration ago when all the 
driver had to worry jbout 
was fuel in the tank and air 
in the tires "Nothing is sim- 
ple any more ” he said "but 
when you consider all the 
conveniences in today’s auto- 
mobile.

Trade Group Offers 
Tips to New ‘Doers’ 


Thousands of car owners 
join the ranks of do-it-your- 
selfers every day, and the 
trend is expected le continue 
according to Julian C Morris 
executive vice president. Au- 
tomotive Parts A. Accessories 
Association ( A I' A A ) 

These new “doers," as 
APAA calls them, should not 
expect to be able to perform 
even the simplest tasks as 
quickly as more-experienced 
car maintainers. 

Here are suggestions from 
APAA aimed at reducing the 
time spent by inexperienced 
doers. 

I Before you start take 
the time to look the task 
over 

2. Scrape away any accu- 
mulations ol grease or dirt 
that conceal the oulbnes of 
those components you will be 
working around or have to 
remove 

3 Note which items you 
may merely have to loosen to 
get to those oilier pieces 
that wilt require removal 

4 Identify the differences 
in the M/e and location ol 
each bolt that will require 
removal 

5 Now, if you have really 
good memory lor these men- 
ial pictures, you can stari the 
operation putting each piece 
as you remove it in a suitable 
container, a large can or box 
so they do not get scattered 
or lost 

Or, make a simple sketch 
ol the project noting the 
M/e lengths, positions and or- 
der ol removal lor each nut. 
bolt spacer, etc as you re- 
move them 

b Another method that 
works very well is lo draw an 
outline ol the pari being re- 
moved on a piece ol substan- 
tial cardboard 

Ihen punch a hole in the 
appropriate place m the out- 
line where each bolt is remov- 
ed and insert the bolt and 


washer into the hole as they 
are removed. To hold nuts 
and washers in the position 
Horn which they are remov- 
ed, poke a nail in the outline 
and set them over the nail 

Items not lending them- 
selves to either of these meth- 
ods can be secured with a 
piece of masking tape, or not- 
ed with a list or drawing of 
the item in its proper place 
jnd position 

If you need -to identify 
another angle from which 
pieces are removed, you can 
score and fold the cardboard 
accordingly to signify the dif- 
icrent positions in which the 
pieces are reinstalled 

Now carefully set the 
board with the positioned 
pieces in a safe place so that 
nobody will inadvertently 
knock everything “galley 
west" in moving the job 
around* 


There are several advant- 
ages to Method 6 First, you 
do not have to rely on your 
memory, if you must leave 
the job for any period of 
time, to know how many 
pieces you have to reassem- 
ble. what goes where and in 
w hich order. 

The method also saves the 
time wasted trying to put a 
loo-long bolt into a too-shal- 
low hole, using too short a 
bolt in a position requiring a 
longer one. installing a com- 
ponent ahead of time and 
having to remove it again to 
put something else on that 
needed installation ahead of 
it. hunting for a spacer, wash- 
er or whatever and getting so 
disturbed that you can’t 
think straight . 

Finally, you avoid the dan- 
ger of “finishing" the job 
with pieces left over!
